Prince, Henry Comstock, Algeruon Noebel, 
John Duane. A number of witnesses testi- 
fied that shots were fired first from the crowd 
before the military fired. Stephen J. Meany 
appeared as Counsel for the relatives of some 
of the dead, but Coréner Young decides to 
conduct the case without the aid cf counsel, 
and said he would do so ia his own way. 

At the coroner’s inquest to-day, upon per- 
sons killed iu the riot, after the examination 
of several witaesses, all of whom testified 
that the mob fired on the military first, 
though some of them stated only one shot 
was fired, the coroner tried to obtain all the 
evidence which throws light on the subject 
before them, but failed to obtain asytbing 
more than what had already been testified, 
and waa ready to postpone the enquiry if the 
jury thought it necessary. The jury saw no 
necessity to postpone the investigation, and 
retired at two o'clock, and gave the following 
verdict in five minutes:. We find that these 
parties came to their deaths, on the 12th 
inst., by gunshot wounds at the hands of 
parties to us uaknows. Phe jury having 
signed the verdict in 42 cases, were dis- 
charged.
